From “Using the Classroom Film'’ (EBFiims) 


NOT SUFFICIENT TIME 


@ Practically all of the teachers whose use of audio-visual materials 
was studied in a recent survey indicated dissatisfaction with their amount 
of use. They would like to have used more pictures than they had. Well, 
what was the matter? Why hadn't they? That was the next question. 


One reason was checked more frequently than any other. One third of 


the teachers said there was “not sufficient time” to use more—vet they 
hadn't averaged more than a film every two weeks and several had used 
none. What did they mean—“not suflicient time’? Unfortunately, the 
questionnaire did not inquire about that, and we can only speculate and 


PuUeSS: 


Were they just using a time-worn excuse we all use too often to explain 
why we don't do what we really don’t want to do? 

Or could it be that these teachers believe that talking is teaching and used 
up all the time they had just talking. and talking. and talking ? 

Maybe these teachers still have the notion built up in the motion picture 
theater) that projected pictures are for entertainment. Do they feel guilty 
about using movies in the classroom ? 

Have these teachers ever stopped to think of what it is theyre trying to 
teach? Do they think through their objectives and ponder the relationships 
of the available films and other audio-visual materials to what they are 
teaching ? 

Or is there something radically wrong with the facilities and administrative 
procedures in their schools? Maybe it just takes more time than it is worth 


to get picture mate rials into the classroom 


We don't know .. . but we wonder. We're pretty sure that if large num- 
bers of teachers are not using more audio-visual materials because they 
think there is “not sufficient time.” there’s work to be done. It’s work to 
be done by all those who have a responsibility for instruction, including 
the one in charge of the audio-visual program. It looks to us like a job of 
first making certain the conditions for use are right—and then helping 
teachers develop the knowledge. understandings. and skills needed for 


best use.

@ Audio-Visual School Library Service— Margaret I. Ruts 
vold. American Library Association, Chicago, Ill. 116 pp
